A PECULIAR INDUSTRY. 


—— 


THE manufacture of “dressing” res for use in 
drapers’ and outfitters’ shops has now e quite an 
important branch of industry, and it would probably 
astonish most folk outaide the trade to learn the number 
of firms engaged in it, and the amount of care and skill 

nired in the production of these articles. 
“Whe figures employed in dress and mantua-making 
shops to represent the “ female form divine” are largely 
mate in London, where several enterprising firms now 
compete successfully with French manufacturers of the 


These figures, briefly, are composed of successive 
layers of mill-board and paper pasted together over a 
suitably-shaped metal mould, which is heated internally 
with jeta, or by some other means, thus causing 3 
rapid anise and thorough hardening of the semi-plastic 
covering. 

When sufficiently set, the shapes thus roughly formed 
are cut off the metal mould or “urn,” as it is termed, 
and the rent made in doing so is carefully stitcved and 
glued. When the whole is thoroughly hard and rigid, 
they are trimmed with files aud sand-paper, and then 
further built up or padded with thin sheets of cotton- 
wadding, and finaliy, an accurately and scientifically cut 
_ over of coloured silesia, bolland, -or_other fabric, is 
tightly drawn over the whole, and painstakingly smoothed 
towards and stitched up one side—a tight and elegant fit, 

Toe figures used in clothiers’ and outfitters’ shops are 
mannfactured somewhat differently, oeine chiefly com- 
posed of papier-maché, cast in moalds, uuder pressure, to 
the required shapes, and then, when dry, printed and 
varnished, The res in both dressmaking and drapers’ 
establishments are sometimes of most elaborate work- 
manship, having various curious means of adjusting 
themeeires to peculiarity of height, breadth, or dis-
